After  this  gratuitous  contradiction  of  our  statements 
the  Editor  of  the  Cliurclumn  proceeds  to  quote  a  di¬ 
gression  of  his  Correspondent,  “  written  in  the  same 
amusing  and  characteristic  \  ein,”  [as  what !]  which  the 
Editor  adds,  “  we  take  pleasure  in  inserting.” — Really, 
when  we  consider  the  state  of  things  in  Kentucky, 
and  that  in  all  probability  we  have  a  clergyman  in 
that  Duxiese  writing  for  the  newspapers,  respecting 
his  Bishop,  tliis  .seems  a  strange  subject  for  amusement. 
Characteristic  it  is,  no  doubt,  in  the  writer  to  jest  on 
this,  and  perhaps  upon  all  other  subjects,  and  equally 
so  in  the  Churchrmm  to  “take  pleasure”  in  copying 
his  “  amusing”  remarks,  but  we  think  beyond  this 
harmonious  pair,  it  is  not  probable  that  the  pleasure 
will  extend.  We  think  that  a  feeling  of  disgust  will 
be  more  probably  excited  by  the  complaint  that  the 
Kentucky  .Convention  is  taken  to  task,  “for  gross 
deficiencies  in  order  and  decorum,  because,  forstxith 
not  having  the  fear  of  an  ecclesiastical  digniiary 
before  their  eyes,*  tliey  pre»^unie  to  tell  the  world 

w;h«*  »hov  have  done  with  him.”  Such  language 
might  be  expected  from  a  prosecutor  in  a  criminal 

court,  who  should  boast  of  “  what  he  had  done”  with 
some  worthless  culprit ;  but  unless  not  only  we,  but 
the  whole  church  are  deceived,  in  what  constitutes 
ecclesiastical  “order  and  decorum,”  it  is  stiangc  lan¬ 
guage  for  an  Episcopal  clergyman  to  write,  and  an 
editor  bearing  the  mine  of  “  Churcluirin,”  to  “  take 
pleasure”  in  copy  ing. 

So  much  of  this  article  as  ref  rs  to  our  remarks  on 
the  subject  has  had  the  eff  ct  of  confirming  our  con¬ 
viction  of  their  correctness.
